The camp, the first church 
sponsored camp of its kind in 
Missouri, was a project of the 
Reorganization Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. 
A ctivities 
at 
the 
camp 
in clu d ed 
flag 
ceremonies, 
swimming, boating, crafts and 
campfires. The activity list read 
much the same as a list at any 
other camp, G irl Scout, Boy 
Scout, church or fam ily, but the 
action was modified. 
F o r 
example, 
swimming 
period 
was listed 
from 
2:30 
p.m., to 4:30 p.m., but actual 
time in the water was only about 
30 
m in u tes. 
Miss 
Phyllis 
M cKinney, camp nurse said. 
"W e have to allot the extra 
time because it takes so much 
time to undress the children, get 
them to the water and get them 
dressed again," she said. 
Another 
example 
of 
the 
modified activity at the camp is 
a nature hike. 
A hike didn’t consist of a 
long walk through the woods on 
winding trails. 
On their second day at camp, 
the campers took a hike in 
connection with a crafts project. 
T o 
begin 
the p ro ject 
Miss Laura Heinlen, a counselor, 
asked Ihe campers to name types 
of trees. The immediate answers 
were 
Christmas, 
apple 
and 
cherry trees. Counselors added 
the names pine, elm and oak to 
the list 
T h e n , 
th e 
ca m p e rs, 
h a n d - in - h a n d 
w ith 
the 
counselors, walked about 100 
feet from the picnic tables and 
picked leaves from the trees at 


Camp Semoca. This was a nature 
hike. 
Back at the picnic tablet, the 
leaves were placed, one at a 
time, between two sheets of 
paper. The campers hand, guided 
by the counselors hands, colored 
over the top sheet of paper until 
the leaf print appeared on the 
top paper. 
Most of the campers were 
able 
to complete

project when they got the feel of 
the project.

difficult to kill. 
A ctually, there is no mystery 
about inflation. We don’t need 
to fight it; what we really need 
to do is stop it. Inflation is an 
increase in the quantity of money 
and credit, and governm ent is 
so lely 
responsible 
for 
the 
increase. G overnm ent can stop 
inflation 
at any 
time 
it so 
desires. 
The problem is how to do it 
w ithout 
disastrous 
deflation, 
depression 
nd 
unem ploym ent. 
Two things are necessary. 
First, governm ent m ust stop 
spending more than its income. 
The budget m ust be balanced. 
Second, the spiral of rising 
wages 
and 
prices 
m ust 
be 
s t o p p e d . 
E m p l o y e e

about 90 percent of prices. 
There is no conceivable way that 
prices can be stabilized unless 
wages also are stabilized. 
Strangely 
enough, nobody 
ever mentions exploding wages 
as the main reason for rising 
prices. It is as if a woman and 
her doctor were discussing her 
health problem and neither of 
them mentioned he fact of her 
pregnancy. It is as if one kept 
trying to mop up the water on 
the bathroom floor, but did not 
close the open faucet.

continues to riae. As the nation’s 
major 
energy 
supplier,

petroleum industry is headed 
toward another record year. The 
United 
States 
is 
currently 
consuming oil at a rate of over 
13.5 million barrels a day, with 
sales of natural gas averaging 
some 55 billion cubic feet per 
day. 


Demand for refined*products

Demand for gasoline, jet fuel,

Large reserves of natural gas 
discovered in recent years in the 
North Sea area are now moving 
to market at a rapidly growing 
rate and are beginning to make 
an important contribution to

Domestic 
crude

refined product prices advanced 
earlier 
this 
year 
and 
have 
rem inded 
generally 
firm. 
However, the increases were long 
overdue. 
Even 
with 
the 
increases, 
gasoline 
prices 
excluding steadily rising excise 
taxes - are little m<gre than one 
cent a gallon above the level of 
12 years ago, while domeatic 
crude oil prices are still about 
where they stood in 1957. In 
addition, the recent price gains 
have been largely offset by a 
combination of wage and other 
inflationary cost increases. 


This points up the central 
long-term problem facing the 
petroleum 
industry: how 
to 
meet 
its 
huge demands for 
capital. 
Total 
capital 
and 
exploration expenditures by the 
domestic petroleum industry last 
year rose to an estimated $9 
billion. This is an increase of 50 
per cent since 1963. The largest 
share of this is called for in 
exploration 
and 
production, 
with 
expenditures 
for 
this 
purpose averaging over $4.5 
billion annually in recent years. 
However, 
there 
has been a 
steady 
escalation 
in 
capital 
requirements for other functions 
over the same period. Since 
1963, capital expenditures for 
marketing have risen from $650 
million to nearly $1.5 billion last 
year. 
The 
cost 
of refinery 
modernization 
and 
expansion 
has risen from $325 million to 
over $700 million a year. Capital 


spending for chemical plants has 
climbed from $300 million 
year to nearly $1 billion. 
The problem of generating 
funds of this magnitude year 
after 
year 
is 
acute. 
It 
is 
particularly sharp in the area of 
exploration 
and 
production, 
which takes the lion’s share. 
Despite the expenditure of over 
$4 billion a year to find and 
develop new reserves of oil and 
gas, domestic discovery rates 
have been declining, and the 
ratio of reserves to consumption 
has fallen off steadily. In an 
attempt to arrest this decline, 
the search has extended to such 
remote areas as the Arctic North 
Slope, where there is a promise 
of discovering large oil reserves. 
At the same time, this inevitably 
leads to a sharp increase in 
capital 
requirem ents 
for 
exploration 
and development 
and far moving any discoveries to 
distant markets. 
With demand for both oil 
and gas expected to rise steadily, 
it is clear that capital needs are 
going to accelerate even faster 
on the basis of the recent record. 
Some solution to this dilemma 
will have to be worked out if a 
secure and stable national energy 
base is going to be preserved. 
For the short term, the situation 
is still under control, and the 
prospects are good. We should 
see 
another year of record 
operations in 1969, along with 
some further gains in earnings. 
In light of our economy’s vast 
and growing energy demands, 
maintenance of an adequate rate 
of 
return 
on 
petroleum 
investments is clearly essential in 
order to 
attract the capital 
needed to insure that these 
needs are met.
